It was a last 
minute forced action on the part of the Council. The fire depart- 
ment had been trying unsuccessfully for years to bring about 
this reduction. Other city employes have been asking for work- 
week reductions unsuccessfully. The city is at least ten years 
behind industry in these matters. 


Statement: Provided.improved public health .. . 

The Facts: Oakland requires branch health centers due to its 
tremendous expansion and antiquated transportation system. 
The health department was turned down in its urgent request 
for branch health centers. 


Statement: Cooperated with federal agencies in producing and 
transporting billions of dollars worth of supplies and materials 
to the Pacific war fronts. 

Facts: The Council really had to reach for that one. In the 
first place, Industry and Labor has accomplished this production 
and transportation miracle. By no stretch of the imagination can 
the City Council claim any credit for it. 


Statement: Formulated plans for post-war modernization of 
our transportation system. 

Fact: The city has been seriously handicapped by our ancient 
and creaking transportation system for many years, yet the 
Council did nothing—even before the war when action was 
possible. Now they place a halo around their heads for the 
drawing of vague recommendations and generalized plans for 
better transportation after the war. 


The actions of the City Council when viewed clearly and 
analytically, fall far short of the dynamic and efficient action 
which the people of a great and growing city have a right to 
expect from their councilmen. It is now time to demand such 
action and elect men who are pledged to give it. 

Labor is specifically interested in all these things. Labor also 
realizes that industrial and service payrolls are the life blood 
of the community. 

My participation in community activities and planning is a 
matter of record. This has come about through the realization 
by labor that its future is tied in with general community ad- 
vance. Participation in Bay Area and Regional Planning and 
action is also a fundamental requirement for the prosperous 
future of Oakland.

If inactive in nurs- 
ing must have evidence of hav- 
ing been registered at some 
time, be in good standing in 
local community, be able to give 
at least four hours of volunteer 
service each week and be in- 
eligible and not available for 
appointment to the Army Nurse 

Corps.

Hearings on the act, which 
expires June 30, 1945, before 


the Senate Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee brought to light 
one of the most vicious attacks the 
OPA has yet suffered at the hands 
of pressure groups. Already bene- 
fiting from unheard of prices, these 
groups are seeking to stuff more 
gold into their overflowing pockets 
by attacking OPA’s handling of 
wartime problems of supply and 
price. 

Labor, while not withholding 
criticism where it is due, has in 
the main supported the prin- 
ciples of price control and ra- 
tioning, fully realizing that with- 
out these controls the situation 
would be intolerable for the 
workers whose wages have been 
frozen. Price control has been 
the bulwark against inflation in 
the United States, and it must 
be continued if our men on the 
fighting fronts are going to 
have anything worthwhile to 
come home to. 

Last year the pressure groups 
were successful in pushing through 
Congress a number of decidedly 
detrimental amendments to the 
Emergency Price Control Act. 
Among them was the Bankhead 
Amendment which fixed the price 
of textiles in line with cotton parity 
prices, creating an ambiguous situa- 
tion which did not increase the 
supply of textiles to the consumer 
but did force the department stores 
to absorb increased mill costs of 
about $75 million, thus giving the 
textile manufacturers an wunex- 
pected windfall. The Bankhead 
amendment should be deleted along 
with the amendments which low- 
ered the triple damage suit provi- 
sions from $50 to $25; permitted 
price and rationing violators in 
simple criminal actions to seek in- 
junctions against the OPA, result- 
ing in tying up OPA cases for 
months in the courts, and weak- 
ened the rent control provision. 
These should be removed and 
strengthening amendments enacted.

San Francisco Bay 


Area Now Listed As 
No. 2 Designation 


It was announced by Sam 
Kagel, state director of the 
War Manpower Commission, 
for Northern California, 


that according to information 
received recently from the regional 
office of the War Manpower Com- 
mission, the San Francisco Bay 
area (including the counties of San 
Francisco, Marin, Napa, . Solano, 
Contra Costa, Alameda and San 
Mateo) has been changed from a 
No. I critical Jabor market area to 
a No. II designation. 

This does not mean that ceilings 
on male employes will be lifted. It 
does not mean that the require- 
ments of certificates of availability 
for both male and female workers 
are changed. 

It does mean that procure- 
ment agencies such as_ the 
Army, Navy, Maritime Commis- 
sion and others may place work 
in this area as against areas 
which will remain No. I crit- 
ical labor market areas, pro- 
vided that we have the facilities 
to perform the work and pro- 
duce the items which they need. 
It does not mean that there will 

be immediate permission for re- 
conversion to civilian work. Such 
permission must come through a 
separate order from Mr. Krug of 
the War Production Board, apart 
from the designation of the area 
as No. I, No. II, or any other classi- 
fication.

Organized labor and the other really progressive and. liberal 
forces of the nation have won a great victory in the decisive 
defeat of the compulsory manpower bill by the Senate. Thé 
bill, it is true, was supported by some who call themselves 
liberals. But in many ways, “totalitarian liberals’ would be a 
better name for them, as they favor progress by constant exten- 
sions of government power, which can only end by severely 
curtailing, or actually extinguishing liberty. Those liberals who 
believe that the most lasting and fundamental progress comes 
from voluntary action by the people vigorously opposed the 

- manpower bill. 

The President and the group around him which backed the 
futile drive for compulsory manpower controls were ill-advised. 
If the time and energy they had expended in pressing for forced 
work service had been directed toward obtaining more efficient 
working of the present voluntary system of manpower recruit- 
ing they would have served their country better. 

The same thing can be said of Congress. The months devoted 
to talk and wrangling over the various service bills could have 
been far better spent on working for improvement of the existing 
system. 

It is to be hoped the Senate vote has ended the drive for what 
would bring a virtual system of forced labor and that no more 
will be heard of the matter. Probably, however, that is too much 
to expect. Labor can not afford to relax its vigilance and must 
be eternally on guard against revival of compulsory service pro- 
posals and schemers. 


DO WE FIGHT FOR THIS? 


It is not, perhaps, exaggerated to say that the question of 
whether or not a state may impose a tax as a condition of voting 
in a federal election has in it all the elements of the world-wide 
conflict between democratic and authoritarian ideals of govern- 
ment. 

The American dream has been government of the people, by 
the people, for the people. It may be justly questioned whether 
or not any bar to suffrage is not a bar to government of the 
people by the people. } 

There is active discussion everywhere of the propriety of 
laws which would penalize a failure to vote. Georgia already 
has adopted, and legislatures in other states are considering, 
acts to lower the legal voting age to 18. 

Still, in seven southern states the act of voting—not the 
failure to vote—remains under penalty. A citizen who performs 
the duty of voting must pay for it. 

There is further defeat of popular government when Congress 
fails to exercise its constitutional right to establish qualifications 
of voters in federal elections. A legislative proposal clearly 
favored by a majority of all members of Congress—the anti-poll 
tax bill—cannot be brought to a vote, except by the devious 
methods of a discharge petition, because a handful of willful 
men, entrenched in committees by the poll tax system, will not 
bring the bill to the floor. 

Is this what we're fighting for?

We think his rural and 
free way of expressing his opinions 
and his manner of telling a story 
will interest all members of the 
local. Don’t forget he has written 
his actual and real experiences and 
the story was in no way fiction. 

And the morale of the navy must 
be kept high. Those carpets and 
lovely furniture. Sure. We know. 
Buy bonds. And we do. We got 
kids — babies — carrying murderous 
guns and they need our money. We 
give all we can. Out here in the 
desert where you experiment with 
rocket guns, you gotta be comfort- 
able. That’s why we are here. We 
build these joints. But for Christ’s 
sake, why don’t you spend fifty 
thousand dollars more and give 
civilian workers something besides 
animal conditions? We pay for it. 
We build it. Should we direct it, 
too? 

But that’s just subdued talk 
around the cold stoves occasionally. 
We do our work. We decry the in- 
efficiency of herding and checking 
checking and_ the 
threats. We sense that the navy 
brass hats are suspicious. We know 
that they are the military and 
there’s a war on. We know they are 
as concerned as we with winding. it 
up in a hurry. Then why in God’s 
name do they harry us with red 
tape and regulations, with race seg- 
regation, with improper and un- 
healthy housing, with third class 
eating accommodations? Organized 
morale building for civilian work- 
ers would pay dividends. The snob- 
bish distinction between uniformed 
personnel and civilian personnel 
does not promote unity on the home 
front. 


We go to these construction 
camps because we are told they are 
high priority war jobs. We leave the 
comforts of our families because we 
feel it is our duty. But when we 
find an utter disregard for our wel- 
fare, when we find a patronizing 
attitude toward our problems, when 
we find a concentration camp at- 
mosphere generally—why we simply 
pack up and seek better conditions. 
(So, Mr. Patterson, that’s why we 
must work or fight, eh?) Any job 
that requires an auditorium sized 
building to house an army of per- 
sonnel to take care of the turnover 
of men is operated inefficiently and 
costly. Some of them are. 

We are simple men, we construc- 
tion workers. Plain food, an iota 
of comfort after working hours and 
a table and chair and a locker. 
That’s all. We can organize our 
own discipline, too. We suggest that 
on all jobs, a committee from each 
trade meet with a committee of the 
military in charge of construction

Port Chicago Union 
Requests Conciliation 


Employes of the General 
Chemical Company at Port 
Chicago engaged in war pro- 
duction yesterday asked the 
U. S. Department of Labor 
Conciliation Service to call a meet- 
ing of the workers and management 
to discuss a wage dispute. 

The conciliation meeting was held 
on Thursday. This was asked by 
Harvey E. Howard, wage and hour 
specialist, representing the union. 

Howard charged that the com- 
pany had refused to meet the wage 
adjustment the union is now seek- 
ing for its 125 employes, although 
they are asking only for rates set 
up by the War Labor Board. 

Other grievances including 
the need for protective clothing, 
swing shift differentials, fore- 
man pay and ten cents an hour 
increase for persons in hazard- 
ous departments. 

Howard said that the men are 
considering asking for a strike vote 
under the War Labor Disputes Act. 
The men claim that in accordance 
with wage brackets set up by the 
War Labor Board they are entitled 
to a wage between $1.10 and $1.25 
an hour. . 

A refusal by the company to 
recognize the jurisdiction of the 
union over laboratory workers has 
resulted in Howard asking for an 
election by the NLRB.
